Meanwhile the marine forces in armed 
oats were sent to reconnoiter at the en- 
ranee of the port of Banes. They BUO- 
eeded in removing three wlie cables and 
orpedoes. Tbe Neuva Espana was the 
rst boat to enter the port of Banes. Tbe 
ilgera followed, with Admiral Xavarro, 


General Ruberte, and bis adjutants on 
oard. 
Tbe Spanish columns Jhen advanced, 
rotected by rifle from the Neuva Espana, 
rhlch bombarded tbe Insurgents' heights, 
Itlmately capturing the Cuban fortlflcn- 
ions with a loss of forty men. The gun- 
oats then communicated with Santiago 
'Opico, who, with fifty men, coiiimand- 
d an ironclad fort. 


Within this fortification his men bad 
iero!cally defended themselves during a 
orty-five days' siege. The fort was con- 
tantly surrounded by the insurgents, 
ho. however, failed to reach tho strong- 


old, which was to some extent protected 
y wire netting. The Cuban forces were

Their artillery was short of range,

D'Opico denies having received any

Stacks. The fort built in the interior of 
Banes and the wharves have been de 
stroyed and will be reconstructed at tbe 
entrance of tbe harbor within easy reach 
for defense and supply, tbus preventing 
tbe future landing of expeditions. 


Tbe Cubans in view of tbe combined 


attack of tbe army and navy, abandoned 
their stronghold without farther resist- 
ance, leaving a large quantity of oromu 
nltlon. It is believed tbat the construc- 
tion of a new fort outside tbe limit cf tbe 
present town, once completed, tbe naval 
'orces under the command of Chief of 
Staff Marenxo and tbe army under Gen- 
eral Ruberte will leave for Fort Cabontaa, 
nearby, where tbe insurgents are now re 
ported to be located.

Cleveland's Civil Service Blanket. 


The present administration has encoun- 


tered many difficulties on account of 
Cltveland'a order, promulgated after the 
late election which put 40,000 of Cleve- 
land's appointees selected by favoritism 
without examination in tbe classified civil 
aervloe list. Many of President McKin- 
ley's appointees are gravely handicapped 
to find that they cannot even apcolnt 
their own confidential clerks bntmust 
accept the service of Democrats put in 
only because they were Democrats. 


N. B. Scott of West Virginia, who has 


been appointed commissioner of internal 
revenqe and is to assume the duties of 
that office In July, does not propose to en- 
ter upon his duties with any such condi- 
tions. Be does not want tbls responsible 
office unless he can select his own men. 
This is what be says about it: 


I want to see that crder putting all 


these subordinates in the internal revenue 
service under civil serV.ce rules abolished 
before I assume tbe dnties of commission- 
er, or I do not want the office.

They can conspire to ru'n bis ad- 
miDistratkm. He must act on their re- 
port*. They are his eyes and I do not 
care to look Into such affairs through tbe 
eyes of Democrats for I never bad any 
confidence In them. 


The Democrats in delaying the passage

It came from near 
Falrview, Todd county, Kentucky. Mr. 
Davis wM born hen in 1808, and when 86 
yean old was given a banquet by old oltl- 
m» of Fatrview In the very same cabin. 
In refpondlrg to a toast he referred to the 
toot that he had stood in tbe balls of the 
Montwsnmas, In the halls of congress, 
and In other historic places In America 
and other countries, but none of these bad 
•tlrred his emotions aa muoh as when 
onoe again standing In the old cabin in 
which be was born.

CHUBCHMEN TO MEET. 


Presby tanan Assembly Will Gath- 


er in 109th Session. 


»t Harrlion May Be Elect* 


ed Moderator—Six Thotuand Del- 


egate* and Vl«itor» l» Be 


in Attendance. 


The general assembly of the Presby- 
:eriaa church in the United States will 
open May 20 in the assembly hall on 
the grounds at Winona, Ind., near War- 
saw. It will continue ten days, lasting 
over Sunday and closing' at the end of 
the following week. This is the one 
iundred and ninth general assembly 
and is one of the three chief ecclesias- 
tical gatherings held in the United 
States. 


Eev. J. L. Withrow, D. D., pastor of 


the Third Presbyterian church of Chi- 
cago, who last year was moderator 
when the assembly met at Saratoga, N. 
Y., will call tie delegates to order 
Thursday, May 20, at 11 o'clock in tfoe 
forenoon. He will then preach the an- 
nual sermon, and ia. the afternoon the 
election of a moderator to succeed Dr. 
Withrow will be taken up. This will 
be the first regular business and will 
be the subject of no little interest. 


At least seven or eight prominent 


clergymen from all parts of the coun- 
try ha\e been mentioned for the mod- 
eratorship, but Benjamin Harrison, rf 
he does not object, will doubtless be 
chosen without a dissenting vote. 
Among others who have been elated are 
Rev. Henry Collin Minton, D. D., pro- 
fessor of theology in San Francisco 
seminary; Ker. Dr. John Hall, of New 
York, the Nestor of the Presbyterian 
church; Eev. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., 
who has done more perhaps than any 
other Presbyterian for the cause of 
home missionary work; Dr. W. H. Rob- 
erts, of Philadelphia, and Dr.Chapmin, 
also of Philadelphia, 


What may make the nest, general as- 


sembly somewhat different from se»- 
eral of its predecessors, it is expected, 
will be perfect harmony among the fol- 
lowers of Calvin, who will meet at Wi- 
nona. Heresy trials and charges of de- 
parture from -the faith of the fathers 
have marked past-assemblies within the 
last few years, and the trials of Dr,

Briggs and William Preserved Smiti 
are still fresh in the minds of mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian church, as 
well as outsiders. But peace is to take 
the place of strife, and unless someth ing 
happens that te unforeseen "nor war 
nor battle's sound" will be heard at the 
assembly. Anent this the Interior, 
which represents the church, says: 


"The prospect now is that the Winona 


assembly will win distinction as a de- 
votional and a practical assembly. The 
indications are that its lips will b< 
touched with the coals from off God's 
Itar, and that we shall have peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghost, The prophecy 
of the situation la that a mighty im- 
pulse will be sent from the heart of the 
church to its remotest members, and 
that we shall enter upon a new era oi 
consecration, harmony and spiritual 
prosperity." 


There are to-day more than 1,000,000 


men and women in the United States 
who are regular communicants in the 
Presbj'terian church. There are about 
7,000 Presbyterian pastors. The entire 
church is represented at the general as- 
sembly by a few more than 600 dele- 
gates. Of these 300 are ministers and an 
equal number are elders. They are se- 
lected to go to Winona by the presby- 
teries, which make up the synod of the 
church. Each presbytery ia allowed 
one ministerial and one lay delegate 
for every 24 members. 


An important subject that may again 


be brought up is the proposed union oi 
the Eeformed church with the Presby- 
terian.' There is no opposition to the 
uniofe, so far as can be learned, on the 
part of the Presbyterians. The doc- 
trines and faith of the Eeformed church 
in the United States and the Eeformed 
church in America (Dutch Eeformed) 
are the same as the Presbyterian a nd by 
their union with the larger body o{ 
Calvinists all parties would gain 
strength and the total membership oi 
the Presbyterian church would be in- 
creased.

In ffaot, there may prove so 
strong a sentiment in. favor of it that 
It will carry if brought up.

MOST CURIOUS PEOPLE. 


FrtendililB Between Qreeki and For* 


elcmera Almost *n Imporalbtllty. 
Tie Greeks are among the most curi- 


ous people of the world, and the moat 
difficult to understand. None of the 
ethnological labels in common use can 
be said to describe or even, imply their 
psychological characteristics. 
They 


have been successively termed a people 
of lazy, lying1 and spendthrift propensi- 
ties, prone to quarrel and reckless of 
life, and also a nation of v laborious, 
truthful, thrifty men and women, eager 
?or peace and scrupulous respecters of 
the propertyof their neighbors. Neither 
statement is wholly in harmony with 
the facts. The Russians say of them- 
4elvea that you musteat 40 poundsof salt 
with them before you can know them. 
But, then, the thing ia possible. With 
the Greeks itismuchmoredifficulttobe- 
come acquainted, for the excellent rea- 
son that you cannot eat any salt with 
thematall. They will hospitably enter- 
tain you at a hotel, but not under their 
own roof-tree. It is, of course, almost as. 
easy to strike up an acquaintance with 
a Hellene as with a Frenchman, to ex- 
change ideas with him upon ajiytopieho 
knows, or thinks he knows, especially, 
however, on politics. 


But this is at imost a mere shop-door 


acquaintance, however long tt may last. 
He never gives the most friendly 
stranger the freedom of his house, and 
very seldom invites him thither; and 
yet 'he is by no means inhospitable. An 
intimate friend of mine, who has spent 
26 years in one of the chief cities of the 
kingdom, tells me that neither he nor 
his wife has ever made a "friend," In the 
genuine sense of the word, among the 
natives, although they both speak the 
language elegantly and fluently, and 
have no end of "friends" in the conven- 
tional meaning of this much-abused 
term.

not yet succeeded in obliterating all its 
traces, bat in very many cases they have 
revered them up with a veneer of mod- 
ern culture, which, like the 
average 


English ice, will not bear much pres- 
sure. The curious mixture of naivete 
and shrendnefas which results isompar- 
nlleled among the peoples of Europe or 
the world. To hear an educated Hel- 
lene talk like Nestor and act like a 
Laughty child at one and the same time 
is not an •uncommon experience,—Lonr 
don Telegraph.

MATCHnMAKING IN JAPAN. 


The Mo»t Skillful Worker* in tbe 


World and the Poorest Paid. 


The competition of Japanese matches 


is already being severely felt in Europe- 
an markets, says the Pittsburg-b. Dis- 
patch. After supplying the borne mar- 
ket, the Japanese send 2,500,000,000 box- 
es to the rest of the world, mostly, tow- 
ever, to Asia. This has destroyed the 
European match trade in India, China 
and Hong Kong, but so far it has not af- 
fected the trade in America to any ex- 
tent. That it will shortly do so, how- 
ever, in, in the opinion of Kobert P. Por- 
ter, certain. Mr. Porter says that dur- 
ing- his stay in Japan on an official in- 
vestigation the output of at least one 
large match concern at Osaka was se- 
cured by an American syndicate. Osaka 
produced last year 100,000,000 dozen 
boxes of matches employing 3,629 men 
and 9,711 women to say netting of the 
innumerable children who earn a few 
sen per day in the work. One of the 
largest factories employs 2,500 hands 
The sticks are cut by machinery. They 
are sifted into little boxes by women 
and collected and put in frames by tiny 
waifs of children, some of whom are 
under ten. The sulphur and paraffins 
nre put on by hand presses and then 
dr'ed in the sun. 
The boxee are ma* 


and the labels put on by little girls, 
whose fingers are so nimble that the 
human eye is incapable of following 
their movements as. the purple and yel- 
low boxes drop, more than oneasecond, 
into the huge baskets at their sides 
Over 12 hours a day these little crea- 
tures labor for wages which range from 
one cent to five cents of our money. 


TREE CHANGES ITS QUARTERS. 


So Large It Took Three Weeks to 


Move It Fifty Feet. 


An unusual feat in the transptanting 


line was accomplished recently here, 
says the Pittsburgh Dispatch. An elm 
tree 50 feet high and with a trunk 18 
inches in diameter, with roots and all, 
was moved1 30 feet. 
The tree is the 


property of Mrs. William Thaw, and 
stood on the line of the Beeohwood 
boulevard, where it traversed Mrs. 
Thaw's property at Fifth avenue neat 
Shady avenue. 


Mrs. Thaw desired to save the tree, 


and Contractor John Eichleay under- 
took to move it. 
A circular trench 


was dug around the tree ata distance of 
ten feet from the trunk. At a deptin 
of six feet the workmen excavated un- 
der the tree, bracing the earth above 
with timbers. 
The m-aes of earth, 20 


feet across and six feet dtecp, in which 
were Imbedded the tree and its roots, 
was then boxed in with planks. Screws 
were placed beneath, the whole mass 
raised and placed on rollers and moved 
50 feet to where the great hole had been 
prepared for its reception. It was low- 
ered into place, earth filled in as the 
screws were removed, and it stood as 
firm as if it had g-ix>wn there. 


The tree was maintained in an up- 


right position, by the weight of earth 
at the roots. The whole mass weighed 
70 tons. 
The work occupied about 


three weeks, and a number of photo- 
graphs of the tree while in transit were 
taken.

The retroactive clause !n the Dinglcy 


bill was stricken from the senate bill anu 
the free house provision relating to reel- 
prooity stricken out and the following 
substituted: "That whenever any coun- 


try, dependency [or colony shall pay or to 
stow any bounty or grant upon the expor- 
tation of any article or merchandise from 
fiu< h country, dependency cr colony then 
upon the Importation of any such article 
or merchandise into the United States 
there shall bo levied and paid, in addition 
to the duties otherwise Imposed by this 
act, additional duty equal to the net 
amount of such bounty or grunt" The 
house provision In the tariff bill keeps in 
force the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty WM 
etrlcken out the effect being to indirectly 
abrogate the treaty and Impose the same 
duty on Hawaiian 'sugars as on sngare 
'rom other countries. The provisions In
